The mummyfied body of a man was 


found lodged in some willowa on a 
sand bank In the Truckee river a few 
miles below Camp 4 on the govern- 
ment canal yester day morning- by Chas 
Adams, an engineer working on the

body from the sand bank, and on ex-
